Ihe year 1767 was made remarkable by the establishment of a 
Lodge of Perfection and a Council of Princes of Jerusalem, at 
Albany, N. Y., the fi rst bodies of the Scottish Rite organized on the

of Boston, Massachusetts. 

Josiah H. Drummond was introduced and after taking the * >ath 
of Fealty, was declared Most Puissant Sovereign Grand Commander 
of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite for the Northern Masonic Juris¬ 
diction of the United States of America. 

Thus was born the Supreme Council. The year 1917 being the 
50th anniversary of the establishment of the Supreme Council, was 
designated as the “Jubilee Year.” In honor of that event, and in 
honor of our Brother, Most Puissant Sovereign Grand Commander 
Barton Smith, we have adopted the name.

OF ORGANIZATION 

The Supreme Council of Sovereign Grand I nspectors-Genera of 
the Thirty-third and last Degree of the Ancient Accepted Scottish 
Rite for the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of the u nited States of 
America is the Supreme power of the Rite. It is founded upon and 
governed by the Regulation of 1672; the Constitution of 1786 as 

modified, and the unwritten principles and landmarks of Free Masonry. 

% 

The Supreme Council by its Constitution, recognizes the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the Symbolic Grand Lodge of each State over the three 
symbolic degrees. 

The Supreme Council of the Thirty-Third Degree consists of not 
exceeding sixty-six active members, also of Emeritus, Past-Active and 
Honorary Members. Each State in the Jurisdiction is entitled to at 
least one Active Member, 

The authority of the Supreme Council tor the Northern Masonic 
,urisdiction extends over the States of Maine, New Hampshire, Ver¬ 
mont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and 
Wisconsin. 

1 he bodies working under the jurisdiction of the Supreme Council 
are styled Lodges or Perfection, Councils of Princes of Jerusalem, 
Chapters of Rose Croix de H-R-D-M and Consistories of Sublime 
Princes of the Royal Secret. 

The deputy ot the Supreme Council for each State and Territory, 
who must be a Sovereign Grand Inspector of tire Thirty-Third Degree, 
represents the Supreme Council in each District, and performs the 
duties, supervision and inspection assigned to him by the Supreme 
Council or by the M.'.P.’.Sov-*.Gr/.Commander. 

A Council of Deliberation in each district possesses the legislative 
and judicial powers not reserved to the Supreme Council and not in- 



consistent with the Constitution and Regulations. It is composed oi 
the Active and Honorary Members of the Supreme Council resident in 
each State, the Past Commander-In-Chief of Consistories, the first 
three officers of Consistories and Chapters of Rose Croix, and the first 
our officers of Councils of P.L of J.L and Lodges of Perfection.
